Defense Secretary Melvin R Laird warned during the 
weekend that a budget cut of that size would force him to 
eliminate up to 1.5 million military and civilian jobs. But 
Sens. William Proxmire. D-Wis., and Charles M. C. 
Mathias Jr., R-Md., said they would move to impose the 
limit Tuesday. 
The current fiscal year ends at midnight Wednesday and. 
since no appropriations bills for the new year have been 
passed. Congress must approve a resolution authorizing the 
government to go on spending money at old budget levels. 
Proxmire and Mathias want to amend that resolution so 
that Pentagon spending would be held to $68 billion over the 
next 12 months.

The Pentagon had a budget of $66.6 billion in the current 
business year and President Nixon has asked for $75 billion 
for the coming year.

Ignored in childhood, tortured by fashion... 
Youngsters need foot care

NEW 
YORK — (NEA) — 
“Oh, my aching feet!” is a 
universal lament, a Gallup 
poll once revealed. And it’s 
no wonder. 
Ignored in childhood, tor­ 
tured by fashion, forced to 
carry the average person 65.- 
000 miles in a lifetime, those 
h a r d - working 
extremities 
have every right to fight 
back. 
Dr. Monroe Jacobs, presi­ 
dent elect of the American 
Podiatrist Society, explained 
that the foot is one of the 
most complicated parts of 
the body. 
“ It has 26 bones and is 
laced with ligaments, blood 
vessels and nerves,” he said. 
“ And because the feet of 
young children are soft and 
pliable abnormal pressures 
can cause deformities.”

“ They 
worry about a child’s teeth, 
his eyes, they teach him to 
wash, brush and groom but 
often do nothing about his 
feet,” he said. 
In a study of 75,000 chil­ 
dren throughout New York 
State the Podiatry Society 
found that only 26 per cent of 
elementary 
school 
young­ 
sters were free of foot prob­ 
lems 
and 
in 
senior 
high 
school only 12 per cent had 
no foot difficulties. 
“ There are so many pre­ 
ventive things parents can 
do,” Jacobs said. “ When a 
child is born the foot is so 
flexible that injuries some­ 
times aren’t recognized. And 
many 
t i m e s 
the 
parent 
doesn’t want to see. 
“ They come into my of­ 
fice,’ he continued, “ months 
after 
they 
s h o u l d 
have 
brought the child for treat­ 
ment. And they come be­ 


cause an aunt or some other 
relative noticed something 
was wrong and bugged the 
parents about it. By that 
time the deformity is harder 
to correct.” 
According to Jacobs and 
Gilbert Hollander, executive 
director of the Society, lack 
ol complaint by a youngster 
does not mean that a foot 
E 
roblem isn’t present. The 
ones of growing feet can 
be distorted without the child 
being aware of more than 
momentary discomfort. 
Dr. Jacobs spoke of how 
things that are a natural part 


of a baby's daily life can 
cause foot problems. 
“ Diapers, for instance,” he 
explained,” spread a baby’s 
legs because of their thick­ 
ness and when he lies on his 
stomach in a frog position 
for a long time, strain is put 
on his legs and feet. His posi­ 
tion should be changed sev­ 
eral time a day.” 
One way parents can be 
alerted to possible foot trou­ 
ble is if their young child 
doesn’t run, doesn’t play or 
indulge in a c t i v i t i e s ! He 
may, of course, just be a

Sneakers and shoes are 
food for thought, too, says 
the doctor. “ Sometimes p ar­ 
ents make the mistake of not

well - constructed 
sneakers. 
They t h i n k of 
sneakers as something that 
should be inexpensive. Yet, 
with the combination of no 
support and perspiration a 
blister can form and break 
and cause infection.” 
As for shoes, he believes 
many parents wait until a 
shoe is worn out before they 
buy others. Yet kids may 
outgrow a shoe before it is 
outworn. He also cautions 
that 
man-made 
tops 
and 
man-made soles can cause a 
burning 
sensation 
because 
they don’t breathe as leather 
does. 
The Podiatry Society rec­ 
ommends 
foot 
health 
ex­ 
aminations for school chil­ 
dren on the same regular 
basis as eye exams, teeth 
exams and medical check­ 
ups. It has undertaken such 
programs 
i n 
Washington, 
D.C. and in New York State. 
“ But because of facilities 
and personnel required it has 
had to be done sporadical­ 
ly,“ Dr. Jacobs said. 


“There are only 8,500 po­ 
diatrists in the entire coun­ 
try. But now there is federal 
money coming in and we 
hope we can get more stu­ 
dents.” 


If they do, the next gen­ 
eration gap may simply be 
the dividing line between the 
schleppers and fleet-footed.

Psso also is a way of de­ 
creasing. The m e t h o d is 
used quite often in shaping, 
and produces the same ef­ 
fect as knitting 2 sts together 
through back of loops.

If you’re buying a used car 
—and you’re sm art—you will 
arrange to have someone 
who knows the ropes take a 
look at it first. A moonlight­ 
ing mechanic is one answer. 
An 
automotive 
diagnostic 
clinic is another. 
But suppose it’s a used 
house you’re buying instead? 
You can’t haul that off to a 
clinic, and most competent 
builders are too busy with 
other work to spend time on 
such investigations. 
Still, a structural going 
over is a sensible precaution. 
The typical home will cost 10 
times as much as the family 
car and can house a pack of 
troubles that can set your 
budget on its ear for years to 
come. 
Fortunately, there is a new 
breed of cat around who is 
ready 
and 
able 
to 
poke 
around in a building’s in­ 
nards and come to some 
practical conclusion as to its 
state of health. He’s called a 
home inspector. 
A home inspector is a sort 
of private detective of the 
building field. You hire him, 
point him in the right direc­ 
tion and. for a fee, he’ll tell 
you everything there is to 
know about the shady side 
of the house you hope to buy. 
A home inspector brings 


two valuable qualities to the 
job. He has a sound knowl­ 
edge of the structural and 
mechanical components that 
make up a dwelling. And he 
has 
an 
unemotional 
ap­ 
proach to inevitable faults 
that occur in houses that 
have stood for several years. 
His final report is likely to 
pinpoint some items the sell­ 
er would just as soon have 
left out of the limelight. And 
he may also put into perspec­ 
tive some m atters that have 
been nagging at you since 
you took your first tour of 
the premises. 
Home inspection is a rela­ 
tively new trade. This means 


that it’s organized in a loose 
manner that’s hard to typify. 
Some inspectors are semi­ 
retired contractors who’ve 
eased away from the build­ 
ing rat race. Others are 
building-trade 
professionals 
who work at it on a part- 
time basis. 
Fees range from $35 to $75. 
Here’s what you can expect 
for your money. 
The inspector will cover 
the house from roof to base­ 
ment, 
usually following a 
form that works as a check­ 
list. At each stop, he checks 
for those half-hidden flaws 
that can mean expensive re­ 


pairs or perhaps even down­ 
right danger. 
Damp rot in the sills? Cor­ 
rosion 
in 
th e 
plumbing? 
Termites in the woodwork? 
Mechanical equipment that’s 
about to turn up its toes? All 
of these and more are ques­ 
tions for which the inspector 
seeks answers as he pokes 
his way through the house. 
Armed with fact and opin­ 
ion gained on the site, the in­ 
spector will then write a re­ 
port for his client, fingering 
those things that are apt to 
be the cause of expensive re­ 
pairs in the near future. 


What you do with this in­ 
formation is up to you. If it’s 
pure horror story from end 
to end, you’ll probably be 
wise to back out of the deal. 
If it’s not that bad—but still 
not good—perhaps you can 
get a reduction in the price 
of the house. 


In most cases, of course, 
the inspection will probably 
discover only minor prob­ 
lems, many of which may 
not require immediate at­ 
tention. In these cases, the 
inspection sheet can be a 
project list for the future. 


Whatever the result, at 
least you will know exactly 
what you’ve bought.

Fxfro Vitamins Often Helpful 


Don't drink with 
iver disease 


Dr. Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Six years 
ago, I became ill and the doc­ 
tor told me I had cirrhosis 
of the liver. He put me on a 
fat-free diet, no alcohol and 
light work, no lifting. I am 
sticking to this advice, but 1 
still don’t have a lot of en­ 
ergy and I wonder if you 
could advise me if there are 
any vitamins or diets that 
could help? Is there any op­ 
eration that will help? 


Dear Reader—Lack of en­ 
ergy or fatigue is common 
in people with chronic liver 
disease. I am sure that the 
vitamin B complex group, 
taken daily, would certainly 
not harm you and might be 
beneficial. Many p a t i e n t s 
with long-standing liver dis­ 
ease are given supplemen­ 
tary vitamins and the B com­ 
plex groups are the most 
important ones. 
Some patients with long­ 
standing liver disease also 
have a n e m i a , which may 
contribute to their sense of 
fatigue, and, of course, a 
person with liver disease 
can have anemia because of 
iron deficiency or any of the 
other factors that may cause 
anemia as well. A careful 
and thorough examination 
is necessary, if an anemia is 
present, to u n m a s k any 
other f a c t o r s besides the 
liver disease that might be 
contributing to the problem. 
It would be particularly im­ 
portant to treat the anemia 
if that were true. 
From what you have told 
me. it sounds like you have 
had some very good advice. 


Certainly you should avoid 
alcohol in all forms, particu­ 
larly if you still have some 
evidence of active liver dis­ 
ease, which your letter sug­ 
gests is the case. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—What is 
wheat-germ oil? What is it 
good for? I understand that 


it has no special d i e t a r y 
claims 


Dear K e a d e r—W h e a t - 
germ oil is taken from the 
growth part of the wheat 
seed. It is mostly a polyun­ 
saturated oil and contains 
numerous vitamins, includ­ 
ing the vitamin B complex 
group and vitamin E It is 
a particularly rich source for 
vitamin E. individuals who 
believe that large amounts 
of vitamin E are useful for 
their health often use wheat- 
germ oil. Since vitamin E is 
abundant in many food sub­ 
stances. this special effort is 
probably not necessary. Al­ 
though t h e r e have been 
some enthusiastic claims for 
vitamin E, there is no evi­ 
dence at this time that the 
administration of large doses 
of vitamin E to man has any 
effect whatsoever. In rats 
(fortunately, not in man) it 
can improve fertility. For 
this reason, it was originally 


called the fertility vitamin. 


Dear Dr. l*amb—I can't 
understand all the preaching 
about cigarettes and ciga 
rette smoke. My husband 
smoked cigarettes for years 
until 1 talked him into smok­ 
ing a pipe, He smokes con- 


stantly and it doesn’t seen 
to affect him but I coughed 
all last winter. Talk aboul 
pollution, I breathe it all 
day. You would think it was 
a real healthy habit, smok 
ing a pioe. What do you 
think? 


Dear Reader—I think it is 
the lesser of the two evils in 
most instances but certainly 
not beneficial for the health.

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U.S. school aid 


Although few among us are any longer remembering, 
it was well within memory that federal aid to education 
was a sharply contested public issue. 
The question of whether Washington should and could 
toss a little something into the school pot without serious 
damage to the American tradition of local control of 
education was argued, often bitterly, in Congress, 
editorial columns and grass roots forums. 
How very much and rapidly times change. 
Legislation to provide funds for the schools during the 
new fiscal year beginning July 1, and increasing the 
federal contribution by about $1 billion, has moved 
through Congress not only without notable argument but 
virtually without public notice. 
In a very few years, federal aid has been transformed 
from an issue into an essential as the problems of the 
schools, which have not escaped public notice, mount. 
These problems are immense because the educational 
system is immense. Traditional em phasis on the local 
schools tends to obscure the true structure of what is in 
important respects a gigantic public industry. 
The schools directly involve alm ost a third of all 
Americans — some three million instructors and 60 
million students from kindergarten through graduate 
school. And then there are additional millions of parents

and the taxpayers who must vote the levies, and 
increasingly are not doing so, upon which the schools are 
still overwhelmingly dependent for their financing. 
In our trillion-dollar economy, some eight per cent of 
the G ross 
National Product is spent annually on 
education, in the neighborhood of $80 billion. 
Of this, the federal share, now more than $5 billion, is 
still distinctly minor. But one way to another — either in 
direct subsidies or through tax adjustm ent on the federal 
level to make local school levies less burdensome — it 
appears certain to increase. 
In reporting out this year’s aid bill, the Senate 
Appropriations Committee warned of the consequences 
of present trends: 
"Colleges and universities across the country are 
facing 
bankruptcy. 
Tuition costs 
are 
soaring. 
Elem entary and secondary schools are facing an 
unprecedented financial squeeze as revenues from the 
property tax are drying up and state and local 
governments are facing financial disaster.” 
Increasing federal participation may not be the most 
desirable solution. But if Washington must get into the 
business of bailing out financially swamped industries, it 
could scarcely find a more needy or vital candidate than 
education.

If you happened to reach 65 this 
year and chose to retire, you’d get

benefits, and his wife would live 
three years after his death. The

In the m an’s retirement span and 
the wife’s later survivorship period, 
the total benefits that would be paid 
out to them under present law would 
come to $67,754. And that must be 
set against the man’s lifetime Social 
Security payroll deductions of just

employer gets it out of the worker’s 
hide either by hiking prices or by 
keeping his wages correspondingly 
lower. 
Sorry, men, but that’s just too 
glib.

But there is no way to 
prove that an employer freed of that 
tax would autom atically be paying 
his 
workers a correspondingly 
higher wage. Or, indeed, that the 
whole burden shows up in higher 
prices. 
As a m atter of fact, it is the 
em ployer’s contributions which help 
to broaden Social Security beyond a 
retirement 
system ,

paym ents to disabled workers or to 
surviving widows and children when 
a man dies before retirement age. 
A last point. Critics like to say 
Social Security is not an insurance 
system but. of course, it is

m atter that the moneys are shuffled 
about, with today’s workers paying 
benefits for the presently retired.

a Communist take­ 
over. 


So Scott goes back up to Capitol 
Hill to play the part of the little 
dutch boy with his finger in the dike. 
There was no difficulty over the 
Hatfield - McGovern amendment. 
Well in advance Scott had predicted 
the vote would be 53 to 39. The vote 
on the "End-The-War Amendment ” 
to the selective service act was 55 to 
42. 
The politics and the personalities 
of the two sponsors played a part. 
Sen. George McGovern. D.. S.D., is 
the 
only 
announced 
Democratic 
candidate for President. A victory 
over President Nixon would have 
added to his stature. 
Mark Hatfield or Oregon, one of 
two or three leading Republican 
doves, has been touted as a potential 
candidate against President Nixon 
in the Republican prim aries next 
year.

(Pete) 
McCloskey Jr ., who is preparing to 
go into the Prim aries, has several 
tim es said that Hatfield would be a 
m ore 
im p ressiv e

Hatfield’s position is that if Mr. 
Nixon means to run for a second 
term he will stay out 
The defeat of Hatfield - McGovern 
and a sim ilar re.solution in the

IS

Two of the most-respected Senators. 
Frank Church of Idaho, a Democrat, 
and

beginning Aug 8 
The 
amendment 
as 
presently 
drafted would declare it national 
policy to withdraw all land, sea and

prohibits

D epartm ent 
of 
Deiense funds or any other funds, 
including foreign aid money, bt*ing 
used for the purpose of engaging the 
armed forces of the United States in 
further hostilities in North or South 
Vietnam , 
Laos. 
Cam bodia 
or 
Thailand 
Defensive 
air attacks 
would 
be 
prohibited 
unless 
American troops were, to use the 
phrase 
in 
the 
constitution, 
in 
imminent danger This means there 
could be no residual force nor any 
bombing out of Thailand or from 
aircraft carriers 


Since the repeal of the Gulf ot 
Tonkin resolution the President has 
no 
authority to do any of these 
things, the amendment asserts it 
acknowledges, in effect, that only 
the commander - in - chief and not 
the Congress can set a dale tor a 
complete pull-out 
"The President 
should set a date tor withdrawal. ” 
the amendment says 
This IS a sweeping proposal, even 
though It stops short ot fixing a 
deadline Vet it appears likely to get 
a m ajority vote when it com es up 
Sen 
George Aiken, the ranking

F o r e i g n 
Relations Committee, and M ajority 
Leader Mike Mansfield both favor 
it. 
The Cooper - Church amendment 
a year ago was adopted by a vote of 
58 to 37. This owed something to the 
violent reaction in the country to the 
Cambodian 
"incursion.” 
Toward 
the end 
of the session it was 
approved 
by a Senate - House 
conference. 
Presum ably this time there will 
be 
no 
such 
em otional 
push. 
Nevertheless, the feeling in the 
Senate, 
and 
increasingly in the 
House, is deep - seated that the 
Congress is a helpless bystander 


before 
the 
relentless 
sweep 
of 
events dividing and destroying the 
nation. It is a fusion of frustration 
and growing resentment over an 
undeclared and, in no sm all part, a 
secret war. 


My Lai, the Calley trial, drug 
addiction, fragging, a demoralized 
army without a mission — the 
chamber of horrors seem s endless. 
As the disclosures in the Pentagon 
history show once again, no one can 
be sure what next day’s newspaper 
will reveal. This is what the White 
House seem s unable to understand.

For the sad thing is that the 
Lockheed situation is not unique. 
For the past 20 years of Republican

Democratic 
administrations, 
the f^entagon has been actively 
engaged in bailing out companies, 
large and sm all, because to let them 
go down the drain would have 
endangered the national security, 
national economic stability or an 
admi nist rat ion’s 
em ploym ent 
policies 
These past increases in funds for 
com panies 
in 
trouble 
have 
not 
attracted the wide attention of the 
Lockheed case But they have, in the 
aggregate, 
cost 
much 
more 
in 
government dollars 
Som etim es the problem has been 
solved 
by 
"price 
adjustm ents” 
Som etim es advance payments have 
been 
stepped 
up 
Som etim es 
additional work has been thrown 
the way of the company Sometimes 
loans have bt*en managed through 
implied 
government 
guarantees 
There are a multitude of ways to 
supply private firm s with more 
federal funds 
So far as can be di.scovered. the 
decisions 
have 
bi*en 
made 
by 
government men. largely civilians, 
operating in what they believe to be 
public interest 
It 
could 
turn 
out 
that 
a 
government 
guaranteed loan to 
Lockheed is essential and in the best 
interests ot the I nited States But 
what 
has 
developed 
is 
deeply 
disturbing all the sam e 
If this were a simple m atter of 
corruption. 
It 
would 
be 
easily 
cor r ect abl e 
Each 
new 
administration could sweep out evil 
men and public prosecutors indict 
businessmen involved 
What 
has 
happened is more worrisome 
Over the vears a .select group of 
companies 
has 
grown 
used 
to 
Pentagon ways They have acquired 
the know how 
required to deal 
effectively 
within 
the 
Pentagon 
maze 
From the Pentagon side, working 
with 
people you 
know 
is more 
comfortable Old shoes feel bidter 
There is a learning curve that 
companies go through in meeting 
government specifications and in 


following government procurement 
procedures and work practices. It is 
a complicated jungle that many 
companies run from and others go 
broke at. 
Many firm s prefer to stay away 
from the roller - coaster ups and 
downs of defense business but those 
which are successful spend much of 
their 
effort 
in 
mastering 
the 
techniques. Often they so alter their 
organization and business practices 
that they may lose their ability to 
compete in the non - government 
world 
All of these factors tend to keep 
some companies regularly tied to 
the defense business. They also 
operate to discourage new entries. 
Gradually the field gets sm aller — 
at least in m ajor areas. 
The process is intensified by what 
might be called the Pentagon speed 
syndrome. The Pentagon is always 
in 
a 
hurry. 
Sometimes this is 
because Congress has waited so long 
to 
vote 
appropriations that the 
Defense Department must run to 
catch up with its program. 


An official in a hurry favors a man 
he has dealt with before because he 
knows what that man can do. and 
what he can’t. A company used to 
dealing with a particular type of 
weapon or equipment often can do 
the job more rapidly and with fewer 
misunderstandings and mistakes. 
Thus, the Pentagon has over the 
years tended to concentrate its 
m ajor contracts within a fairly tight 
circle 


This extrem e dependence of some 
major 
U S 
companies 
on 
the 
Pentagon and the dependence of the 
Pentagon on these firm s is bad for 
national 
defense 
and 
the 
free 
enterprise system 


In some instances the federal 
government 
has developed what 
might be called kept companies 
with all the inherent inelticiencieh. 
waste and narrowness of outlook 
this relationship implies
